T he Festival Chorus will present two performances of 
Annelies by James Whitbourn, the first major choral 
setting of The Diary of Anne Frank, with faculty soloist 
Alissa Rose singing the role of Anne Frank. The 
chamber ensemble will feature violinist 
Max Buckholtz, clarinetist Richard 
MacDowell, cellist Bradley Holtman, 
and pianist Eun-Joo Kwak. The 
performances will be held on April 
7 at 7:30 pm and April 8 at 2:30. 

The program will also feature 
a video presentation of images 
taken during this very dark period 
in human history. 

The diary Anne Frank wrote in her 
early teens, while she was hiding for 
two years during the Nazi occupation of 
the Netherlands, has been translated into 60 
languages and included on several lists among the top 
books of the 20th century. Annelies (Anne’s full name) was a 
joyful and talented girl who dreamed of becoming a writer. 
The pages of her diary were found on the floor of the Annex 
after the family had been captured and taken to concentration 
camps. Had she lived, Anne would now be in her 80s.

Bernstein's Candide 
in Carnegie Hall 

80 Mansfield University singers from the current undergraduate 
Concert Choir and former alumni choir members will embark 
on a fantastic opportunity to perform in a professional Broadway 
show under the direction of Rob Fisher in Carnegie Hall on 
Wednesday, April 18 at 7 pm. 

Fisher (renowned Broadway musical director and recipient of a 
Doctor of Music Degree from MU in 2016) invited me to form 
an 80-voice choir to sing all of the choruses in Bernsteins comic 
operetta, Candide, in a benefit concert for Carnegie Hall. This is 
an event similar to The Sound of Music in 2012, where Mansfield 
singers performed the nuns’ choruses. Celebrations of Feonard 
Bernstein’s 100th birthday are happening across the country and 
Mansfield students are privileged to be a part of this one! 

Bernstein’s Candide, based on Voltaire’s satirical tale, requires 
operatic virtuosity and quick delivery of text through its many 
“patter” songs. The flashy overture, dazzling coloratura soprano 
aria “Glitter and Be Gay” and deeply moving “Make Our Garden 
Grow ” finale are highlights. Performed in concert by professional 
guest artists and the Orchestra of St. Fuke’s, Candide is an ideal 
celebration of the Bernstein centenary.
